Richard Jackson 
volunteered to be the club's APS Chapter Circuit Manager and John 
Tulloch volunteered to be the Assistant APS Circuit Manager. The 
club voted to buy the APS annual insurance on the APS circuit books 
in case of loss or damage while they are in the care, custody or control 
of our Chapter Circuit Manager or Assistant Chapter Circuit Manager. 
The estimate for the total cost of the APS insurance to the club is less 
than $100 per year for receiving between 150 and 180 APS circuit 
books of new materials for club members to buy from. 

We were pleased to have Charlie Davis visit a club meeting and 
join the club. 

We then held our monthly auction where eight sellers sold 66 
items. 

Several club members went to Bill Vance's Summer Show in 
Knoxville and our club photographer provided pictures of the eight 
dealers who participated in the show.
